Pads and pencils were much in evidence 
among the women. It was the beginning of a 
watch which will extend until the spring elec- 
tions, during which each alderman ‘will be 
undér close surveillance by women of the 
ward he represents. 


Keep Eyes on Aldermen. 

Miss Mary McDowell, Mrs. Frances Tem- 
ple, and Mrs. W. B. Owen of the Woman's 
City club, who are urging action on the gar- 
bage question, Were ameng the first to be 
pro-ided with special seats on the floor. 

Mrs. H. C. Newton, nemesis of Alderman 
Michael (Hinky Dink) Kenna and “ Bath- 


aua lohn Coughlin, sat immediately be- 


hind Kenna and kept him under her eye 
during the session. ‘‘The Bathhouse was 
absent.

Amend Routing Ordinance. 

The elevated through routing ordinance 
Was amended in two material respects before 
its passage. The alteration that caused the 
most debate was the elimination of the sec- 
tion providing that the elevated roads go into 
subways in the downtown district, if the bores 
are built by the city within five years. After 
this had been stricken out a successful attack 
was made on the section giving the Chicago 
elevated railways the right to maintain news 
stands, slot machines, and booths in their 
stations over the public streets, and to carry 
advertising in its cars. There privileges, it 
Was said, had been put into the orcinance as 
a concession for the subway agreement. 

Al. Henry D. Capitain led the attack on the 
subway provision, criticising it on six differ- 
ent points. It provided for an average com- 
pensation of 5 per cent a year as rental for 
the bores during the twent’ vear grant, but 
there was a limit of $17,000,000 placed on the 
amount on which this rental could pe 
Charged. even if the tunnels cost more than 
that amount. 


Attacked by Capitain. 

Ca pita in attacked this provision, saying 
the company should pay rental on the full 
cost of the subway whatever it might prove 
to be. ie declared it would be an error for 
the city to pass on the question of subway 
policy in this matter and that the ordinance 
might prove binding on the city, although 
its advocates contended the subway provi- 
sion was binding on the company alone. He 
said it might enable the company to com- 
pel the city to build subways for its lines 
or to interfere with subway construction voy 
the city. He also insisted that this section 
was unnecessary in the through routing 
measure. 2 

‘Chairman Block of the local transporta- 
tion committee, Ald. Cullerton, Mayer, Hex. 
and Donahoe opposed him, and Ald. Kjel- 
lander, Lipps, and Berger supported him. 
When Chairman Richert of the finance com- 
mittee entered the argument in favor of the 
subway provision and charged that its op- 
ponents are attempting to delay progress, 
Capitain retorted that it came from him in 
ill grace in view of the handling of the gar- 
dage matter. 


Bench Provision Eliminated. 

This section was eliminated by a vote of 43 

22, and then Hey attempted to have passed 
an amendment requiring the installation of 
benches or seats on all elevated station plat- 
forms. He was beaten on a viva voce vote, 
after Block argued that this improvement 
could not be forced on the company in the 
ordinance. Block told Hey that he was 
* fourfiushing ” with a lot of bunk.” 
Donahoe's motion to cut out the concession 
and advertising privileges was carried ona 
viva voce vote, but when Donahoe attempted 
to strike out the provision for a third track 
on the Lake street line he was beaten by a 
vote of 40 to 24. 

The amended 8 then was passed 
m the omnibus without objection. Although 
a slight doubt was raised as to the position 
of the company on the concession amend- 
ment, it is expected the ordinance will be 
accepted. If it is put into force the capacity 
of the loop will be increased from 700 to 1,100 
cars an hour and universal transfer privi- 
leges will be given in the loop.

Health Committee Recom- 
mends Measure Requiring 
Use of Life Safeguards. 


WANT TRAINED RESCUERS 


Rafts and Resuscitation Devices 
Called For in Proposed Law 
Sent to Council. 


Better protection for batting beach patrons 
is sought by the city council committee on 
health in the approval yesterday of two ordl- 
nances urged by Heaith Commissioner 
Young. 

One requires the installation of life saving 
equipment, Including life rafts, life buoys, 
and apparatus for the resugcitation of the 
apparently drowned.’ Boats are now re- 
quired at all beaches. The apparatus re- 
ferred to is some artificial r«spiration device, 
such as the pulmotor, although that specific 
Ce vice is not required. 


Calls for Trained Life Savers. 

The other ordinances requires that life 
savers employed at the beaches shall be 
properly trained for resuscitation work 
and experienced in the operatign of the pul- 
motor or similar devices. These men must 
prove to the satisfaction of the health com- 
missioner that they can live up to these re- 
quirements. An additional provision demands 
the installation of a telephone ina convenient 
place and it must not be of the nickel rst 
variety. 

The anti- nolse subcommittee's ordinance 
against noisy fowls and dogs was passed 
unanimously. The penalty. was amended to 
a fine of from §1 to §2 instead of from $2 to 
+> for each day such a nuisance is kept. 


Mercury Ordinance Delayed. 

Chairman Willis O Nance’s ordinance re- 
quiring that bichloride of mercury tabiets be 
coffin shaped was sent back to the law de- 
partment for redrafting. The law depart- 
ment had included under its provisions such 
poisohs as morphine and strychnine which 
are used in such Small tablets that they could 
not be given the shape demanded by the 
ordinance.

He points out that the municipal code re- 
quires that if any material is mentioned in 


a contract it shall be mentioned as a standard, 


but that this law had been repeatedly violat- 
ed in the letting of the sanitarium contract. 
Furthermore that the bond furnished by the 
contractors was allotted to a New York firm 
in which the chairman of the committee 
awarding the bond is Interested. 

Mr. Brittain also states that the surveyors 
after charging an extraordinary fee, proved 
to be incompetent, the land having to be re- 
surveyed.

Josephine Selwood Says Man 


Admiter Turned /Pursner 
After Strange Wedding. 


$60,000 BID FOR, LETTERS, 
Priest, Confided with Romantic 


Correspondence, Mystified by 
Loop Worker's Actions.

‘What is this story~a revelation of the en- 
ter pursuit of 4 young girl by @ wealthy man 
or @ narrative rivaling the famous efforts of 
Ella Gingles a few years ago? 

The Juvenile Protective league officers have 
heard much of the story and intend Investi- 
gating ite truth today. The American Vigi- 
lance association officials have been baffled 
by ite conflicting points for two weeks, and 
yesterday agreed to let the Juvenile league 
handle the affair. A priest of the Roman 
Catholic church tried to solve the mystery, 
but finally left it to the girl’s parenta. 


Romance and 
There ig everything pertaining to romance 
and tragedy in the story told by the girl, Miss 
Josephine Selwood of 6068 Loomie street. 


There is the rich and handsome young man 


with violent love making and motor cars, the 
innocent girl, a mock or a genuine marriage 
ceremony, quarrels, the demand for the re- 
turn of the man’s letters, threats of kidnap- 
ing or death, the confiding in a priest, offers 
of $60,000 for the letters’ return—and mor- 
phine. 

The girl was taken to her home at night by 
Miss Laura Ebel of the league after a confer- 
ence with Mre. Gertrude Howe Britten, the 
president; Clifford G. Roe, president of the 
Vigilance association; and, Detective John 
Sweigert of the central office. 


Story of Girl. 

The story as told to officials of the two 
associations and the Rev. M. C. Schmidt of 
the Church of the Sacred Heart, Severitieth 
and May streets, though often varying and 
contradictory, is as follows: 

The Selwood girl, a tall and pretty brunette 
of 17, lives with her parents at 6958 Loomis 
street. About two months ago she says she 
was employed at Rothschild & Co.’s as a 
clerk, and one day noticed à tall young man, 
who later told her his name was Jack 
Randolph. 

She says Randolph showered her with flow- 
ers and books, luncheons and dinners, and 
motoring excursions. Randolph is said to 
have painted himself as the editor of some 
magazine and he told the girl she should 
decorate his staff of artists because of her 
talent and ambition to become a designer. 

While still at Rothschild’s they quarreled, 
she asserts, and she was discharged because 
of her tales of being shadowed and threat- 
ened. She went to Mandel Brothers, wha 
says, and remained there until two weeks ago. 
While there she relates a mysterious veiled 
woman tried to kidnap her from the fitting 
room by ordering her to don a motoring coat 
and veil while threatening her with a re- 
volver. 


Story of Veiled Woman. 


The last day of her service at Mandel’s she. 


asserts a veiled woman appeared at her coun- 
te rThe visitor raised her veil, revealing, she 
said, the mysterious aid of Randolph in his 
efforts to recover letters he had written 
Miss Selwood. The girl swooned and was 
forced to cease work. 

Prior to this she had gone to the Vigilance 
association, but her unsatisfactory answers 
led to a temporary dropping of the case. 
After the incidents at Mandel’s she re- 
turned, told tales of persecution, and said 
Randolph had taught her the morphine habit 
and married her. According to one story, she 
was married at St. Paul’s Methodist church, 
another placed it in a house near a church on 
Michigan avenue. 

About this time she told her story to 


Father Schmidt, and gave him the letters. 


which he still holds. There are fifteen in all, 
written by the man, and one by the girl. 
Though the girl's letter is in a vertical hand, 
the others are decidedly oblique, there is 
said to be decided similarity in the forma- 
tion of letters and even of words. 


Offer of $60,000 for the Letters. 

Then Father Schmidt began to receive tele- 
phone calls, sometimes from a woman, at 
other times from a man. At first $400 was 
offered for the letters, then $1,000, $10,000, 
and so on up to $60,000 on Saturday. Father 
Schmidt, it was announced at the Sacred 
Heart rectory, has decided to put the case 
in the hands of the girl’s parents and drop 
his.investigation. Miss Ebel was unable at 
night to consult with him. 

Miss Selwood is said to have threatened 
to end her life on several occasions, and 
her nervous condition decided the Juvenile 
Protective officers to act at once.

Then he caused to have eliminated from 
Childs’ list the names of James T. McDer- 
mott, Joseph H. Gaines, John W. Dwight, 
and Harry L. Caulfield... Along with this list 
was presented Mulhall's particular private 
and permanent blacklist which contained 
only five names: William Hughes of New 
Jersey, William B. Wilson of Pennsylvania, 
now secretary of labor: Thomas D. Nichols of 
Pennsylvania, George A. Pearre of Mary- 
land, and John L. Burnett of Alabama. 

When the news first came that Watson had 
been defeated in Indiana Schwedtman wrote 
Mulhall: 

It almost breaks our hearts to think that 
the one thing we wanted more in this cam- 
paign than anything else Watson's success 
—failed."’ 5 

Early in December Mulhall, Bird, and 
Emery received the following telegram from 
Schwedtman:

Senator Nelson says this completely kills

The new government of Mexico, realizing 
What has happened in Nicaragua, might well 
request the application of the Bryan plan to 

Its territory. 
In other words, the door has been opened 


to the establishment of the suzerainty of the 


United States over the entire stretch of 


territory between the Rio Grande, and the 


southernmost boundary of the republic of 
‘Panama. 

In fact, the definite statement was made at 
‘the White House today that it is hoped that 
in the not distant future relations with all 
Central American republics will be placed on 
the same basis as is now the case with Cuba. 
Such relations will not be forced upon them, 
but a suggestion from them will be adopted 
promptly. 

German Plans Religiously Guarded. 


The details of the plan to build a rival wa- 
terway to the Panama canal by German in- 


terests are guarded carefully in official 
circles. 
Manifestly, the construction and opera- 


tion of another interoceanic canal by the 
foreign interests, shielding the power back 
of them, is of serious concern to the American 
people. The Panama canal was built pri- 
marily for strategic purposes. That isto say, 
it was intended to double the effectiveness 
of the fighting fleet of the United States 
through the rapidity with Which the vessels 
could pass from the Atlantic to the Pectin 
ocean and vice verse. 

This waterway could not be utilized against 
us by the men of war of a power with which 
we were at war unless the American fleet 
were driven from the seas. 


Available to Other Nations. 

It is said to have been the intention, or at 
least the suspicion prevails, to make the 
Nicaraguan waterway available for the men- 
of-war of other nations in time of peace and 
war, just as the Suez canal is open for such 
traffic. , 

In addition the Nicaraguan waterway 
would be commercially of greater value than 
the Panama route, because of the steaming 
distance that would be saved. 

These various considerations forced the 
United States to negotiate the original 
treaty with Nicaragua under which we 
secured the right to build the Nicaraguan 
waterway. 

In order that no other power might have 
anything whatever to say in Nicaragua it 
was deemed expedient to incorporate in the 
treaty the provisions of the Platt eee 
which apply to Cuba. 

When Secretary Bryan appeared pantie’ the 
senate foreign relations committee on Satur- 
day he mystified senators by his reticence as 
to the reasons underlying his act in adopting 
@ policy towards Nicaragua which goes far 
beyond the Monroe doctrine. 


Bryan Feared Ill Feeling. 

The secretary, it is said, did not deem it 
advisable to state even under seal of con- 
fidence that a foreign government had sought 
to build a rival to the Panama canal. Such 
an announcement would have given rise to 
ill feeling toward the offending nation, and 
the administration has no desire to strain 
relations by giving currency to information 
which enabled this government to register a 
checkmate. 

There is' no doubt the senate will promptly 
ratify the Bryan Nicaraguan treaty. It is to 
be expected that such American states as 
Chile, Argentina, and possibly Brazil may 
object to the action of the United States, be- 
cause in their view it will show a grasping 
Purpose to acquire Latin-American terri- 
tory. 

In reply to any objections on this score it 
will be pointed out that Cuba has been undér 
an American protectorate for practically ten 
years, and that it is still free and independ- 
ent. 

The source of President Wilson’ s informa- 
tion as to the precarious situation of the 
Huerta government could not be learned.

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EXPECT COLLAPSE 
OF HUERTA RULE 
Conditions in Mexico Lead 
Government Officials to 
Fear Crisis. 


U. S. HAS NO NEW POLICY. 


No Additional Military or Naval 
Preparations Made; Wil- 
son Returning. 


Washington, D. C., July 21.—Reports of 
conditions surrounding the Huerta govern- 
ment in Mexico have put administration om - 
Clals in an attitude of keenest apprehension 
toward the situation there. 

Advices which officials believe to be trust- 
worthy seem to indicate that the strife be- 
tween the Huerta régime and the revolu- 
tionary elements is nearing a point where 
some definite conclusion is to be reached. 

Information of this situation when per- 
mitted to become known today was coupled 
with the authoritative statement that the 
United States was making no additional 
naval or military preparations. 

Reports of an impending collapse of the 
Huerta régime are being talked over freely 
in official circles, though no officials of the 
administration will permit his name to be 
coupled with them. 

All information made public was with the 
express stipulation that it would not be rep- 
resented as reflecting the views of the ad- 
ministration. 


Wilson Clears Up Misstatements. 

So delicate is the Mexican situation con- 
sidered in official circles that the White House 
issued the following statement tonight to 
clear up misrepresentations: 

On his attention being called to the follow- 
ing statements, appearing in certain after- 
noon newspapers: 

1. That the president had stated that 
he would not recognize the Huerta adminis- 


tration and that it would not last a yeer. 

“*2. That the president had stated that 
this country would establish a protectorate 
over all Central American countries to guard 
the Panama canal—— 

“ Secretary Tumulty stated there was abso- 
lutely no foundation in truth for either of the 
above statements and emphatically denied 
that the president had expressed any opinion 
today or at any other time regarding the 
Huerta administration or ite stability, or 
stated any intention as to its recognition.” 


Return of Envoy Awaited. 


Meanwhile President Wilson is awaiting 
the coming of 4mbassador Henry Lane Wil- 
son, hurrying north from Mexico City to 
make a first hand report of conditions. His 
reports will be compared with those Presi- 
dent Wilson has received from other sources. 

Secretary Bryan, who has canceled some 
of his lecture dates that he may return to 
Washington Thursday or Friday, will par- 
ticipate in the conferences. 


Ambassader Wilson was at Havana today 
and one indication of the desire to hurry him 
to Washington was seen in a request by Seo- 
retary Bryan to Surgeon General Blue of the 
public health service to expedite the am- 
bassador’s passage through quarantine at 
Havana and Key West. 


Foreign Consuls Anger Rebels. 

Refusal of foreign consular representatives 
to hold a parley with Gen. Urbina, the 
Mexican revolutionary leader, before his at- 
‘tack on Durango, is given as the reason for 
the outrages against residents, irrespective 
to nationality, following the recent rebel 
occupancy of the city, according to state 
department advices received today. 

Gen. Urbina sent the consuls word of his 
intention to besiegé Dürango and sought a 
conference with them As a retaliation for 
their refusal to meet him, it is said, the city 
virtually was given over to soldiery and the 
mob, who fired and plundered property in- 
discriminately. 

Money was demanded from the banke and 
from wealthy citizens. Prices now are very 


high, and Consul Hamm fears famine is 
ahead, although all Americans remaining in 
the place are reported well. 

State department reports say that all com- 
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munication with interior Mexico was cut off 
yesterday. 

The revolutionists have taken the principal | 
towns to the west of Tuxpam and early fight- 
ing is expected at that place. Consul Canada 
has reported that the battleship Louisiana 
probably will go from Vera Cruz to Tuxpam 
in order to guard American interests when 
the clash comes. Marauders operating 
around Vera Crus and two American plan- 
tations near that. port have been attacked 
in a search for arms and provisions. 


Orozco’s Forces Defeat Rebels. 

Bil Paso, Tex., July 21.—Federal advices to 
Juarez from Chihuahua state that Pascual 
Orozco’s force of federal irregular troops, ro- 
pairing the railroad north to Chihuahua 
from Torreon, encountered and defeated 
Manuel Chaos rebel band south of Chihua- 
hua Saturday, killing ninety. In the first 
engagement seventy-five rebels were killed. 
They returned to the attack and lost fifteen 
more. |

APPROPRIATE NAMES. 

The rejection of appropriate names for 
Chicago streets submitted by the nomencla- 
ture committees of the City club and the 
Chicago Association of Commerce, ostensibly 
by a committee of aldermen, but actually by 
the superintendent of the map department, 
seems purely arbitrary. 

“ Clyde,” for instance, may fit in the alpha- 
betical scheme of the map department pre- 
cisely where Cahokia.” does not, but the 
precision ot this scheme will be a matter of 
little consequence and the appropriateness 
of names is one of considerable. 

It is a mistake to reject the suggestions 
fer reasons which are unimportant. 


SENATORIAL ETHICS. 
The discussion attending Senator Bris- 


tow's resolution barbed for the bosom of 


Secretary Bryan was not pleasant, either for 
those engaged or for the public. 

But perhaps it will have the effect of 
toning up senatorial ethics, which certainly 


need toning up badly. There was nothing 


more shocking in the course of the Lorimer 
exposure than the pettifogging defense ad- 
vanced by the chief of Lorimer’s defenders 
on the point of how many corrupt votes it 
was necessary to prove to vitiate his title 
to the high office of senator. That senators 


like Bailey, of great influence in the cham- 


ber, should dare to express the sense of 
honor of the senate in terms of arithmetic, 
ag if that honor was a matter to be deal: 
im over a counter and reduced to the level 
of bookkeeping, indicated not only Bailey's 
moral quality but also his reliance upon a 
similar callousness among a considerable 
number of the men whose votes he was 
seeking for Lorimer's defense. 

It was bumiliating to the decent citizen- 
ship of the nation and injured the prestige of 
the senate. But comparatively little of- 
fenses sometimes bring results that greater 
es fail to accomplish. The Agburst tel- 
egtaph episode, for example, reveals an 
obtuseness by no means confined to Senator 
Ashurst, as the notorious misuse of the 
franking privilege makes plain. Yet it 
bears so direct a resemblance to a petty 
clerk's taking the office stamps for his own 
letters that its mature is pretty widely 
recognized. 

The outburst is to be welcomed as break- 
ing the crust of senatorial reticence, ad- 
mirable ideally but covering some practices 
and some attitudes which ought to be cor- 
“rected. The processes of practical politics, 
to which most senators and congressmen 
bave submitted themselves, are not such 
as to raise any man’s moral tone or sharpen 
his moral discrimination. But perhaps, 
while so much is being written and spoken 
about the correction of business ethics and 
Social standards, a corresponding advance 
miay be required of our politicians in and out 
of office. 


RE-ENTER THE TURE.

THE NICARAGUA PROTECTORATE. 

The insertian in the Nicaragua treaty of 
terms similar to those of the Platt amend- 
ment creating a protectorate over Nicaragua 
comes as a surprise to the country. If pro- 
posed by a Republican administration it 
would have been branded promptly by Mr. 
Bryan as imperialism. From Mr. Bryan 
himself, we suppose, it is free from any such 
taint, and we may accept it, sans buncombe, 
on its face value. It has a look of common 
sense, and squares pretty well with the policy 
Tue Tripune bas been preaching respecting 
the Central American pseudo republics. 

The fact that the protectorate was pro- 
posed by the present government of Nicara- 
gua may relax the tension which the declara- 
tion of the protectorate would create 
throughout Latin America if it were the re- 
sult of the initiative of the United States. 
But eo far as our own conscience is con- 
cerned, the proposal of a Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment will not weigh as heavily as the con- 
sideration of rea! benefit to the Nicaraguan 
people involved in the encouragement of 
peace and stability. The invitation of the 
present holders of power in Nicaragua is the 
result of a shrewd appreciation, doubtless, 
that their tenure of power may be extended 
rather than abbreviated by American super- 
vision, which indicates that they are more 
modern or far seeing than their predecessors 
and neighbors. 

Our own altruistic justification must be 
no formality of invitation, hollow because of 
the absence of real.public opinion in the 
nation, but in the benefits certain to be de- 
rived by the people of Nicaragua from more 
stable conditions and the right of the United 
States to intervene to maintain a govern 
ment adequate for the protection of life, 
property, and individual liberty.” 

Our selfish benefit is to be found in our 
increased command of the canal and our 
right to check the deplorable conditions 
which in Nicaragua and in Central America 
generally, with the exception of Costa Rica, 
are likely to precipitate us into diplomatic 
difficulties and even necessitate military and 
naval operations. 

The terrible welter of human wretched- 
ness, debt, poverty, ignorance, staguation, 
and oppression which exists in the Central 
American countries has challenged us for 
many years. We are closer to it now than 
ever before, and it is unbelievable that we 
should let it continue forever. As Observer 
pointed out in his letter of yesterday from 
Panama, these ooun tries are rich in re- 
sources and capable of great development. 
This development may degenerate into ex- 
ploitation inimical to the welfare of Nicara- 
gua. It may raise Central America and its 
people, on the other hand, to a plane of peace 
and prosperity. That largely depends upon 
the United States, and we cannot shirk this 
responsibility. 

But in view of Mr. Bryan’s amiable, if 
not very practical, utopianism in matters 
of world relations, it is in order to inquire 
whether, in advocating a protectorate over 
Nicaragua, with probable extensions over 
other Central American countries, he has 
considered that a protectorate is a pledge of 
protection which involves the possession Jf 
means to protect. 

If the Wilson administration and the con- 
gress adopt this policy toward Central 
America, they must face the fact that it will 
place a heavier burden upon our navy and 
upon our army, and that both must be 
strengthened to meet our enlarged obliga- 
tions.

That he is a man of some pluck is shown 
by the fact that at the time of the Phanix 
park murders, when his half-brother, the 
late Earl Spencer, was viceroy of Ireland 
and in constant danger of assassination, he 
made a point of, accompanying him in an 
unofficial capacity everywhere in and around 
Dublin, no matter whether walking or ring, 
for the purpose of protecting him. 

He is noted for the perfection of his man- 
ners and of his attire, his collars in particu- 
lar being as famous in their way as those 
of the late Mr. Gladstone. 

It was this that caused his commencement 
of a speech in the house_of commons with the 
words, I am not an egricustural laborer,” 
to excite so much hilarity. 

Nu his bho od seat in Northampton- 


shire, which has been in the possession of 
the Spencers since long before the reign of 
Henry VIII., possesses a particular interest 
to Americans.

Lady Spencer, wife of that Sir John 
Spencer who so often entertained the poet 
Edmund Spenser, author of the Faerie 
Queene,’’ at Althorp, was a sister of Mar- 
garet, wife of John Washington, from whom 
the first President of the United States was 
descended. 

Lawrence Washington was not only the 
kineman but the most intimate friend of Sir 
John Spencers grandson, Robert, first Lord 
Spencer of Althorp, and helped him to en- 
tertain Queen Anne, consort of James I., and 
their eldest son, Henry, Prince of Wales, 
when they visited Althorp in June, 1603, for 
which occasion Ben Jonson wrote his 
„Masque of the Fairies,” which was per- 
formed in the park on June 25. 

Lawrence Washington, who died in 1616, lies 
buried in St. Mary’s church, just above the 
wooded slepes of Althorp. Bordering on the 
churehyard are oak trees which were al- 
ready growing at the time of the acquisition 
of Althorp by the Spencers during the Wars 
of the Roses. 

Charies I. was at Althorp in 1647 when he 
received the first news of those approaching 
pursuers from whom he never escaped, except 
by the scaffold. 

~ 

The late Lord Spencer was much interested 
in the connection of his family with the 
American Washingtons, and in a letter in 
1890 to a member of the Spencer family of 
Talbot County, Md., the earl stated that two 
members of his house, Nicholas and Robert 
Spencer, sons of Nicholas Spencer of Cople, 
thirty miles from Althorp, came to America 
with John and Lawrente Washington in 
1657, all the young men being about the 
same age. 

Robert Spencer, it is said, in the latter 
part of his life, went to Talbot county, Md., 
to reside, where he died, leaving descendants. 

As for Nicholas Spencer, his brother, he 
came by grants and purchase into the pos- 
session of large tracts of land on the eastern 
shore of Maryland, which he owned as late 
as 1667. 

He was finally induced, by his ties of re- 
lationship and friendship to the Washingtons, 
to migrate to Westmoreland county, Ve., 
where they had established themselves. He 
was better known as Col. Nicholas Spencer, 
was secretary of Virginia, and acting gov- 
ernor in 1683. 

I may add that the Mount Vernon estate, 
now the Mecca of every patriotic American 
citizen, was originally part of 5,000 acres of 
land that were assigned on division to John 
Washington, the great-grandfather of 
George Washington, in conjunction with 
Nicholas Spencer, under a patent from Lord 
Culpeper, governor of Virginia, in 1670. 

The late Earl Spencer. in 1860, presented to 
Charles Sumner of Massachusetts precise 
copies in stone of the memorial stone of 
Lawrence Washington, of his brother, 
Robert Washington, and of Elizabeth, his 
wife, in the urch of St. Mary, above A)- 
thorp, and they are now in the state house 
at Boston. 

On a white mardie tablet near the Wash- 
ington memorials there is the following m- 
scription: 

' “ These fac similes of the memorial stones 
of the Washington family, in the parish 
church of Brington, the burial place of the 
Spencers at Althorp, Northamptonshire, 
England, were presented by the Right 
Honble. the Earl Spencer, to Charles Sum- 
ner, of Massachusetts, and by him offered 
to the commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
gp cnt | 22, 10.“

THREE months’ game of tag de- 

tween veseels of the United States 

revenue cutter service and the iée- 

bergs of the North Atlantic steamship 

lanes, which has just been brought to 
an end, has resulted in contributions of great 
value to the mariner’s store of knowledge 
about ice movements and their dangers to 
the great fleet constantly passing between 
Europe and America. The ice patrol itself 
was a direct result of the tremendous shock 
suffered by both Europe and America in the 
loss of the giant liner Titanic. 

The vessels engaged in the ice patrol were 
the cutters Seneca and Miami, commanded 
by Capts. C. B. Johnston and A. 8. Gamble 
respectively. Capt. Johnston was the senior 
officer in command of the ice patrol, and in 
his final report are conclusions which ought 
to form the basis of study by all commanders 
and navigators of steam veseels in the North 
Atlantic ship lanes. 5 


> 

The procedure was for the two vessels to 
take turns in scouring the ocean for ice in 
the waters bounded by the fiftieth and 
forty-fourth parallels, north latitude, and 
the fortieth and forty-ninth meridians of 
west longitude. All passing vessels reported 
by wireless to the patrol vessels any ice they 
had encountered in those waters, while the 
veasela in turn transmitted to the naval 
hydrographic office at New York daily re- 
porte of all ice either seen by them or 
reported to them by other vessels. Ip a 
short time practically every berg in those 


general movements ascertained. There- 
after the task of the patrol vessels was to 
check up on the known bergs at frequent 
intervals, and by observation of their posi- 
tions at each sighting, to learn the rate 
and direction of their movements. It is 
this secondary phase of the patrol that yield- 
ed the general observations of greatest per- 
manent value to maritime interests. 

It was found that the icebergs were brought 
south along the coast of Newfoundland and 
the Grand Banks by what is known as the 
Labrador current. 
found to vary from practically nothing to 
as high as thirty-two miles a day, depending 
upon wind and tide in its fluctuations. At 


erated by the flow from the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, and the northward moving gulf 
stream, the direction of the drift of icebergs 
is changed from southerly to north and east. 


Labrador current, taking along in its course 
whatever ice may be briught into it. This 
change usually occurs in April and May, and 
those months become then the period of 
greatest danger to transatlantic liners from 
ice. The tracks of the liners hardly touch 
the Labrador current, but do lie along the 
path of the gulf stream. The area of the 
ice danger is at the same time restricted, be- 
cause bergs coming into the gulf stream do 
not last long in the warm water of that 
current. 

Many of the icebergs in the southward 
drift become grounded on the Grand Banks. 
It is those which continue south parallel 
to and beyond the banks which threaten the 
safety of the ocean steamers. Capt. John- 
ston said that the largest berg that was en- 
countered was about 400 feet long, 300 feet 
wide, 70 feet high out of water. The smallest 
was 225 feet long, 100 feet wide, and 35 feet 
out of water. 

Capt. Johnston estimated the rate of de- 
tertoration of icebergs floating in the gulf 
stream at about 5 per cent a day.

Capt. Johnston found ice to be visible in 
clear daylight, under most favorable condi- 
tions and from the highest point on board 
ship, at a distance of eighteen miles. From 
the bridge on clear days ice can be sighted, 
he says, at from twelve to fifteen miles. Fogs 
exist in the iceberg regions from 30 to @ 
per cent of the time in the spring months, 
and Capt. Johnston found that in light fog 
a berg might be seen two miles distant, and 
in dense fog only 200 yards distant. Even 
in daytime, therefore, considerations of 
safety should require every commander to 
run with extreme care when in a fog in the 
ice region. 

In moonlight icebergs were visible two and 
a half miles distant; in starlight one mile 
with the naked eye and two miles with 
glasses. On nights dark and overcast bergs 
were sighted only at a distance of half a 
mile, and then with glasses. It is only on 
dark nights that the icebergs loom up as a 
dark object; on clear nights they appear as 
bright spots in the distance 

At the Titanic investigation the lookout 
testified that he had not received his regular 
glasses for his watch in the crow’s nest. Ac- 
cording to Capt. Johnston the use of glasses 
at night doubles the distance at which an 
iceberg can be sighted, though officers of the 
Titanic insisted that glasses were a hin- 
drance in endeavoring to sight icebergs. 

t > 

Equally interesting are Capt. Johnston's 
observations about the effectiveness of 
searchlights. Capt. Johnston found the 
searchlight was of considerable assistance. 
With it he picked up an iceberg at a distance 
of three miles on a dimly moonlight night, 
and at two miles after the moon had set. 

He found that while it was useless for the 
observer to stand under or behind the search- 
Ught beam, if the observer stood fifteen feet 
or more at one side of the beam the ray was 
of material assistance. He also found that 
the ray must be contracted to a fine point 
if a nearby iceberg is to be seen in the search- 
light, as a flaring beam only blinds the ob- 
server. Capt. Johnson adds, however, that 
because of the blinding effect of a search- 
light he could not recommend its general 
use for a vessel under way. The remedy lies 
rather, he maintains, in vessels going so 
slowly on dark and foggy nights as to be 
able to maneuver within the limit of visibil- 
ity of an iceberg, whether it be 200 yards or 
two miles. 

> 

During and after the Titanic investigation 
it was maintained that the water in the 
immediate vicinity of an iceberg is always 
colder than that of the water more distant. 
Capt. Johnston denies this absolutely and 
reports that not until within a ehip’s length 
of icebergs did he ever find any change im the 
temperature due to the presence of the ice. 
The waters in which the icebergs usually are 
encountered are of most variable tempera- 


’ tures and streaky, so that sudden changes of 


temperature are frequently encountered 
without any iceberg being within a hundred 
miles. 

The echo theory Capt. Johnston found 
equally fallacious. Some icebergs give forth 
echoes and some do not, The existence of the 
echo, he says, depends upon whether the 
berg has straight or slanting sides. Ninety 
per cent of Capt. Johnston's attempts to get 
echoes from bergs were wholly without ge- 
sult. 

There is danger in putting the lookouts on 
board ship too bigh above the water, accord- 
ing to Capt. Johnston. Though the Mmit of 
visibility increases with the height of the 
point at which the observer is stationed, 
Capt. Johnston found that in fog or at night 
it was better to have the observer on deck 
than aloft. .

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Desplaines Campmeeting 


Ends Fifty- fourth Session. 


HE Chantayqua is not to take the place 
of the Methodist campmeeting at Des- 
plaines. 
Yesterday was the closing day of the 
fifty-fourth annual session of the camp 
meeting, and the above policy was decided by 
the unanimous vote of 100 pastors, members 
of the Chicago Methodist Ministers’ meeting, 
who gathered on the campground and dis- 
cussed the future plans for the campmeeting 
for two hours and a half. 

The settlement of other details was post- 
poned to the first regular meeting of the min 
isters after the summer vacation, which wil 
be held in the Methodist Book Concern bulla- 
ing the second Monday in September. 
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The chairman of the meeting yesterday was 
the Rev. John Thompson, district superintend- 
ent of the western district. Dr. Thompson 
Was authorized to appoint a committee of 
twenty-one ministers, representing the Scan- 
dinavian and English speaking churches, to 
further consider the -plans of ‘the campmeet- 
ing and formulate them for discussion at the 
September meeting. 

The questions of abandoning gate fees, the 
use of Sunday trains, the employment of 
special evangelists, or the placing of the re- 
sponsibility of preaching on the regular pas- 
tors of the three districts, the use of the 
grounds for other meetings than simply the 
campmeeting, and the introduction into the 
campmeeting of recreational and musical fea- 
tures not inconsistent with the campmeetine 
idea were among the questions discussed and 
referred to the larger committee. After being 
taken up at the September meeting they will 
be presented to the trustees of the camp- 
ground association for final approval. 


“The meeting yesterday marked an epoch 
in the history of the Desplaines camp meeting.“ 
said Dr. Thompson. “It is the first time the 
ministers ever have discussed and practically 
faced the questions involved. It is a question 
whether we are going to have a small house 
for people of only one type of mind or whether 
we are going to have it as large and spacious 
as the city of God, which has rooms for per- 
sons of many and varied types.” 

Dr. Thompson said the camp meeting just 
closed was the most successful meeting in 
point of attendance and results he ever had 
attended on the Desplaineg grounds. 

“Some criticism has been made,” he said, 
“because in the ministers’ meetings we dis- 
cussed a number of subjects not directly con- 
nected with the camp meeting, such as the 
ministers’ recreations and reading, but this 
feature has attracted a larger attendance of 
the ministers than for years past and the dis- 
cussions have been helpful.” 

“T believe the discussions by the ministers 
have done good,” said the Rev. James Rowe, 
“and I hope they will be continued in the fu- 
ture.“ The Rev. G. K. Flack said he favored 
the discussions, but believed they ought to be 
confined to spiritual themes. 

Efficient evangelism in the regular church 
services and in the Sunday schools was urged 
at the workers’ hour by the Rev. KE. B. Craw- 
ford, pastor of the Garfield Park church. 
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The final sermon on the camp ground was 
preached at 10:30 in the morning by the Rev. 
William Macafee, superintendent of the south- 
ern district. He spoke against the idea that 
low wages was the primary cause of the down- 
fall of girls. He also protested against the 
church using “ man made rules, thereby adding 
to the test of membership in the church con. 


ditions not made by Jesus Christ.” 


The camp meeting closed with a sacramental 
service in the main tabernacle, led by the Rev.

Tried a Niles of Things. 


Being a jack of all trades,’ I've tried a 
number of things at odd times, In school I 
once got $10 from a newspaper for a short 
story. At college occasionally I had orders 
for pen and ink or water color work, copies, 
not original sketches, and the girls with 
cameras sold blue prints of college views, 
both separate and in groups, pasted on pho- 
tograph frames; some girls made college pen- 
nants, or tutored, or gave lessons in golf 
-or tennis, It was customary for an upper 
class girl to rent her last year’s books at 
35 cents each a semester to the younger giris, 
or sell them outright at a reduced price. One 
clever girl helped herself by acting as agent 
for one of the railroads at Christmas. One 
girl earned $60 in one week for four designs 
for cretonnes or some material like that; au- 
other friend of mine wrote valentine verses 
which were accepted. I've had some original 
designs in Irish lace published and paid for, 
and the articles themselves returned, a clear 
gain besides the money, by one of the women’s 
magazines. Last year one girl I know who 
stays at home wrote to one of the shops 
offering them a 20 per cent commission to 
sell some small neckware articles of her own 
manufacture, paying for and selecting her 
material and receiving whatever articles were 
soiled or returned unsold. The little flower 
pins and boutonniéres of ribbon roses and a 
fancy ribbon bag, crocheted buckles, te., ran 
into a business of over $300 before she 
stopped. Some of the things selling for 46 
or 50 cents cost about 10 cents and her time.

Sell Nr Sticks. 


People who have lavender growing in their 
gardens sometimes make lavender sticks to 
sell. The lavender must be picked when. in 
bloom. Nineteen or twenty-one stems make 
one “stick.” Bend each stem just below the 
flower, then put all for one stick together 
and wrap the flowers in cotton to hold the 
perfume and to shape the top ready for the 
ribbon. Now bend back the stems over the 
wrapped flowers and weave lavender colored 
baby ribbon back and forth to hold the stems 
close around the cotton covered flowers. Make 
a rosette of the baby ribbon at the top and 
tie a bow of larger lavender ribbon just below 
the flowers where the woven baby ribbon ends. 
These sell for 50 or 75 cents, according to the 
length. Tiny sachets are made of lavender 
silk cut ju a circle, then drawn up and filled 
with loose flowers, These sell for.10 cents. 
Lavender sachets to fit. trunks and dresser 
drawers may be made of thin silk and filled 
with a sheet of cotton and loose lavender 
flowers.

The season of the new house, if Mr. Ham- 
merstein wins, will open on Nov. 10 and will 
last twenty weeks. 

Mr. Hammerstein's announcement shows that 
he has abandoned not only his plan to produce 
operas in English exclusivély but also his idea 
of maintaining popular prices. In fact, the in- 
ference is plain Ahat he intends to meet the 
Metropolitan on “its own ground and make a 
fight to a finish. The prices of orchestra seats 
will be $5 and $4, and Sor the first rows in the 
balcony $3.

The list of singers already under contract is 
headed by Blanca Barrientos. Of her Mr. Ham- 
merstein says: As a coloratura soprano, she 
is without a peer.

Save? on the Ice Bill. 


One of the most convenient things to have in 
the kitchen is a window box. This box is just 
the width of the window, and is ten inches 
deep, twenty-seven inches high in front. and 
twenty-four inches in the back, giving the roof 
enough slope to turn water. By having it the 
exact size of the window no cold air is let into 
the kitchen when the sash is raised to allow 
food to be put into or taken from the box. The 
box is made of second hand tongue and groove 
lumber and is painted on the outside the same 
color as the house, which gives it a neat ap- 
pearance, and the inside is painted a light color, 
which makes it easily kept clean. There are 
two shelves, which with the bottom of the box 
give plenty of room for storing food. This box 
is nailed to the window sill and casing of the 
north window, where the temperature is usu- 
ally the lowest. The cost of such is small, and 
it eliminates the ice bill from five to six weeks 
each spring and fall, and also furnishes a con- 
venient place for such articles of food as do not 
injure by freezing during the winter. By hav- 
ng this one can buy butter, eggs, meat, and 
other things fresh from the country in large 
quantities and keep them fresh for several 
days, saving quite a little on the grocery bill

Add then a tablespoon 
of flour in order to form ‘a roux, and thin this 
with some light bouillon, adding pepper and 
salt. In this sauce, which should be extremely 
thin, put the meat cut in thin slices. Let it
